The longest day of the year is the twenty-

| finest. There was not a cloud in the sky, 
and every ripple of the rapid Rhine flashed 
back the warm sunshine as early in the morn. 
ing we left quaint and —— of

It was soon brought to us, and 
while discussing it we could look upon the 
long docks of Cologne, the lofty rail 
bridge, the curious bridge of boats that 
asuuder every few minutes to let a laden 
barge go down, or a puffing and noisy tug with 
* long procession of batteaux in tow come up, 
closing behind them to let the block of 
market-women with basketa, men with hand. 
carta, and donkeys with panniers that had 
accumu pass over into the city. On the 
other side of the stream the busy suburb of 
Deutz fairly glistened in the sunshine and 
there came from it an unceasing noise of 
snorting steam engines and shunting trains. 
Between the two shores the river ewirled and 
bubbled and was dotted all over with boats of 
every class and kind, some at anchor, some 
toiling slowly " and others coming down 
with a awish and a rush that threatened de. 
struction to anything in their way. Bells 
were ringing in the hotels along shore, bella 
were ringing in the railway atations, bells 
were ringing in the church towers—the 
hundred towers of Cologne— and anon our 
steamer bell rang and the last tourist, gripsack 
in hand, hastened on board and the ga Y 
plank was hauled in and the paddle wheels 
began to thresh the muddy waters and the 
city of Cologne to drop alowly away behind 
us. Ab it receded the tall tourist hotels along 
the quay and high old buildings behind them 
seemed gradually to subside and the oid cathe- 
dral spires to rise higher and higher above 
them till soon the roof and gables came in view 
and the hugh gray stone body of the venerable 
pile. No where else do we see the “Dom” 
to such advantage as at the distance of a mile 
or two up the river. It seems to rise up above 
everything else and to dominate the whole 
city. As we move on, it too begins to fade 
and sink in the distance but for several miles 
the pleasantest thing to do is to watch this 
receding spire. Aftera while the river makes 
a big turn round to the west and a mile or 
two further on curves back again to its for- 
mer direction. Little villages are scattered 
along either shore. Inthe distance to the 
right the highlands of the Vorgebirge may be 
seen, and on the left the low hills which soon 
rise up to form the range known as the Seven 
Mountains." Two or three miles inland on 
our right is the town of Bruehl, which boasts 
a fine palace where the royal family occasion. 
ally reside, and a beautiful garden and park; 
about the same distance on the other side, 
but a good bit further up the stream, the town 
of Siegburg lies on a pleasant hillside where 
the streams of the Agger and the Sieg unite. 
Its ancient monastery has been turned into a 
reformatory. It was founded Archbishop 
Anno in the same year that William the Con- 
queror came over to England and moulted 
from a duke intoa king.  Siegburg's most 
important industry to-day isthe manulacture 
ofshot. A little further on is the singular 
old two-story Church of Schwarz Rheindorf 
and just across the river on its western bank 
the fine old University town of Bonn, with 
its lofty Muenster tower. When Drusus led 
the Roman legions iuto Gaul, he founded the 
camp of Castra Bonnensia which became one 
of the first Roman fortresses on the Rhine. 
It is now a city and a beautiful one of thirty- 
six thousand inhabitants. It suffered much 
from wars, y in the reformation time 
when the protestant procliyities of the Arch- 
bishop of Cologne got it into trouble. It was 
also besieged frequently in the Thirty-Years’ 
War and in the war of the Spanish Succes.

From Madoc to Europe. 
RY FRED, R. SEYMOUR. 


Dear Eprror: 


Across the river on the eastern shore rises 
a high peak called the Erpeler Lei, beside the 
little town of Erpel, and a mile or so. behind 
it rises another twice aa called the 
Minderberg. The cliffsare formed of priama- 
tic basalt columns like those on the north 
coast of Antrim or on the Isle of Staffs. The 
columns have from four to six sides and are 
often twenty feet in length, They ring like 
t quantities

¢ are now at the mouth of the brawling, 
pps little river Ahr, too swift, too fall of 
falla, cataracts, and swirling rapida, for sail 
or oar or even steam ; bat rail and carriage 
roads follow its uneven'course and lead by 
hill, and mountain gorge, castle, cliff, valley, 
hamlet, town and quaint old city; past vine. 
yards where the dark Arhbleichert wines are 
ripening ; past frozen lava streams, alag-hills, 
and orater-lakes, into the picturesque volcanic 
range of the Eifel Hills. We saw the rail. 
way curve round the green foot of the steep 
Victoria.Berg and disappear. We should 
like to have folluwed its course Boden- 
dorf und he Landskron hills and the Apol. 
linaris-brunnen, and had a look at Neuenahr 
and its hot springs and its Grosse-Spradel 
geyser, which strange to say only became 
known to mankind some eighteen years ago. 
We should have liked to see the ruins of 
Saffenburg on its wem eight hundred and 
fifty feet high with the railway train dashing 
into the foot of the cliff beneath and going 
squarely through it ; and to have climbed to 
the White Cross by castle Altenahr and to 
the top of Engelsley, and the Horn, and the 
Kalenborner heights, and the Hasenborg,and 
the Hochthuermer, highest of all, from which 
to view the landscape o'er ; and to have gone 
through the valley of Adenau to where the 
highest peaks of the Eifel are, and up the 
Exbachthal to the summit of the Hohe Acht 
whence one can see, they say, the Hhine 
Mountains and the great **Dom'' of Cologne 
and allthe Eifel range. But our line of 
trayel went not that way, we eontinued to 
ascend the Rhine We Sinzig on the 
west a mile inland, and the castle of Ahren- 
thal further on while from the other ahore 
the ery fortress of Areufels guarded the way 
past Hoenningen to the ineck valley 
where still another gray and picturesque ruin 
has mouldered into 45 beauty; one 
shattered, crumbling square tower alone re- 
maining of what was once a lordly pile. 


There we pass Lower Hammerstein where. 
r Hammerstein 


the wine is good, and Uppe 
and the old, old castle ruin of Hammerstein 
on its ree cliff where the Emperor 
Henry V once lived and where in the Thirty 
Years’ War the soldiers of Sweden and Spain, 
and Cologne and Lorraine held away by turns. 
A few miles to the east old Roman iutrench- 
ments are visible and can still be traced for 
along distance. Looking westward again 
we see the little village of Namedy pass by, 
and the green wooded peak of the Krahnen - 
berg appear. The view from its summit is 
one of the finest and just beyond it lies the 
wr old-fashioned town of Andernach. 

he narrow,  crooked streets and old 
mediaeval defensive walls remain al. 
most unchanged along with the old bastions 
and fortresses ; and tlie handsome church of 
Genovefa with four stone towers adds to the 
beauty of the scene. If could tell the pretty 
legend of the Christ of Andernach” as 
gracefully as Longfellow has done in his 
Hyperion I should insert it here, but it is too 
long for quetation, so. we go on to Neuwied 
on the eastern shore where the hills recede 
and a broad fertile valley spreads before us. 
Here once stood the vill of. Langendorf, 
but it was utterly vip. out of existence 
during the Thirty Years’ War, and then after 
peace returned Count Wied founded this town 
and established such a mild regime aud offer- 
ed such inducements to settlers that it grew 
with greatrapidity Religions sects of all 
kinds found shelter and protection and lived 
and live together in the greatest 
harmony. The town is well laid out with 
straight broad streets, and boasts excellent 
schools which attract pupils even from the 
British Isles. It does a big business in starch 
and chicory, tobacco and cigars, One section 


of the place is occupied by the Moravians, 


at quaint, Quakerish and very worthy body 
of protestants who trace their origin to the 
followers of John Huss in Bohemia. When 
they were driven from Bohemia, Count Zinz- 
endorf gave them a foothold and protection 
in Saxony where they built the village of 
Herrnhut and grew in numbers and favour 
apparently with God and man, for the Count 
himself joined the brotberhood and although 
always one of the smaller Christian bodies it 
hasbeen active and enterprising in ita mission- 
ary work.
